A good way to keep this type of mount from scratching the finish is to keep a 
can in the car, like a car polish can, with a rag and some polish on it. ( 
Make sure it is airtight in a metal can, to keep it from either drying out, or 
self igniting from oxidation of the oils.). 


If you remove the mount always clean the paint with the waxed rag before 
remounting the magnets. 


Another way of helping the finish, is to cut "coasters" of Saran Wrap (plastic 
film) to go under each magnet, thus no metal edge can scratch the paint.

I was pondering the 5W TX current requirement of an IC-706-MK-IIG recently. 
The QRP TX current is not on ICOM's web site, so I called ICOM tech 
support. They told me it draws 

3-4A @ 13.8VDC @ 5 watts key-down. This doesn't seem too bad for a rig 
that's really optimized for the other end of the QRO dial ;) RX current is 
1.8A - 2.0A. 


I can't help you with the other JA rigs in question, I would think they 
would be in the same ballpark as the 706 - but I've not measured them. 
Naturally, all of these JA rigs will draw considerably more current than a 
K2, as they're really designed to be powered from an automotive "Die-Hard" 
rather than a handful of AA-batts etc ;)

All of this business of eliminating 
words and abbreviating everything is good and fun, but I think you can 
carry it too far. CW, like speech, needs some breathing space, some 
filler, so the listener can think ahead and focus on the content. 


Remember the big controversy we had about whether sending all those 599's 
in a contest had any value? And one guy said it provides a means for the 
guy on the receiving end to sort of "re-synch" or something. To me, CW 


needs a bit of that. 


Also, what about conventions and courtesies, and how about just mixing 
things up for the fun of it? I think if you make all of your 
communications so terse and so abrupt, they're not gonna be much fun. 
Sure, for DX and contests, brevity has its place. But I've worked plenty 
of good CW Ops that would occasionally spell out a long word, maybe just 
because he liked the sound and the rhythmn of it. Ain't runnin' any race.

Gang, 

During the month of may, the sun went from periods of very low activity 
(like right now) to some very active days of M-class flares and coronal 
mass ejections (CME's), which triggered several days of severe geomagnetic 
storming. Solar flux also varied from very low numbers to very high, 

as shown below. 


The sun takes about 28 days to complete a rotation, and the solar flux 
tends to follow this rotation. It will reach a minimum solar flux value 
every 28 days and a high every 28 days. If the solar flux is plotted, 
it makes a rough "Sine wave" with a 28 day period, and roughly follows 
the daily sunspot count. 


Solar flux MAXIMUM was 262 on May 17th (pretty high!) 
Solar flux MINIMUM was 127 on May 6th 
and 146 on May 30th 


Since the last solar flux minimum was May 30th, the next solar flux 
maximum can be expected to be around June 12th (14 days later). Thus, 
solar flux should be above 200 again by next week for good propagation 
on the higher bands. 


May was also plagued with numerous MINOR geomagnetic storms as a result 
of several coronal mass ejections, whose shock waves struck the earth. 
Oddly, a relatively small C-class flare (C.7) on May 20th struck the 
earth nearly dead-on triggering a SEVERE geomagnetic storm on May 24th. 
K indexes were 5-7 all day, and the 24-hour averaged A-index was 73. 
According to my records, that's the strongest geomagnetic storm since 
Oct. 22, 1999 when the A-index hit 87. Both storms caused a near HF 
blackout. 


Right now (first of June), the sun is very quiet, with no real active 
regions facing us. Thus, major flares are unlikely for the next week. 
So, solar flux will rise for good propagation on the higher bands, and 
the low activity should keep our geomagnetic fields quiet for awhile for 


normal noise/absorption levels on 80-30M. 
The next couple of weeks looks very favorable for QRP DX.

Monte, please, understand that my remarks were not directed 
to you. There actually have been quite a lot of postings on 
QRP-L (as well as letters to ham publications) from 
disgruntled extras who refer to "giving away" privileges, 
"stealing" their rights from them, "insulting" them, etc. 
and calling those who upgrade under the new rules "lite" 
with the implication that they are not entitled to their 
license privileges. If you haven't seen them, you are 
fortunate in my opinion. I will spare you by not forwarding 
copies of any. 


I did say that I was talking about only those extras who keep 
making disparaging remarks about current upgraders. There are 
plenty of serious and sensible extras as well, of course, and 
I wish more of them would be vocal with their common sense 
and help to shut up the whiners. 


Those who complain loudest about the reduced code speeds are 
still, in my firm opinion, probably the least likely to be 
active code users. They would know, if they used code regularly, 
that use will produce speed and accuracy in a short time anyway 
and that holding up a higher speed level to allow entry is a 
false barrier. Instead, I think the complainers simply viewed 
the 13 or 20 wpm test as a "rite of passage" they had to undergo 
and then forget. 


My concern in the regulatory changes is the band plan. Already a 
petition has been filed to take away CW space and allocate it for 
phone. Since CW and digital share their subband, and digital use 

is growing at least as fast as CW is declining (if it is declining 
at all), such a move would be disastrous. We need to focus on 
defending the subband allocations rather than on fighting about who 
has a "real" license and who has a "lite" one. In general QRP-L 
writers have been sensible and restrained on the subject, but it 
still keeps popping up now and then.

Riley Hollingsworth said in an address in September 1999 at the Shelby, NC, 
hamfest, that illegal 10 meter operation, non-type accepted amplifiers, 
etc. are the Enforcement Division's top priority for 2000. At the Elkin, 
NC, hamfest in February, I was stunned to see how many 11 meter "kickers" 
were for sale by licensed hams of all people. Riley would've had a field 
day handing out citations and confiscating "kickers". There was as much of 
that junk there as ham gear. 


Four hams here in NC were recently caught by the FCC operating ham rigs on 
CB and openly selling non-FCC certified equipment over the CB airwaves. 
They were sent warning letters by the FCC. See June 2000 QST p.81 for 
details and calls. 


The FCC also recently aided Mexico in locating deliberate interference from 
US hams to Mexican 2M repeaters. Maybe that will encourage the Mexican 
government to aid the FCC is tracking down some of the illegal operation on 
the lower end of 10 meters. We can only hope.

Note that all are 
"compromises" in the sense that they are wideband receivers that are not as 
sensitive as most desktop receivers, fairly easy to overload/desense, and 
generally more sensitive to intermod. The downside is offset by the 
incredible wide range coverage (generally AM broadcast to 1.2 GHz and 
higher) in a highly portable form factor. While he technology is getting 
better and better, we still don't quite have general coverage desktop 
receiver capability in a handheld unit. Enjoy!

The 2nd and 3rd class commercial telegraph licenses had identical code 
tests: ** 20 ** wpm plain language send/receive, and the far more 
difficult 16 wpm random character/number code group send/receive test. 


The only difference between the 2nd and 3rd class was the technical 
element 6 that the 2nd class license required. 


The written exam was the same for the 1st and 2nd class commercial 
telegraph licenses. The 1st class license required a service 
endorsement and 25 wpm pl/20 wpm cg code tests. 


At NO point in history has any amateur CW exam been as rigorous as those 
required for even the lowest class of commercial telegraph license. 

(I'm ignoring the recent simplification that allows, very questionably, 
credit for the commercial license CW tests if one holds an Amateur Extra 
license). One could not reasonably be faulted for pride in having 
earned a commercial radiotelegraph license of any class.

Michael, I have the Icom R-10 "Communications Receiver." It covers from 
about 100 KHz to 1300 MHz - all modes, including wide FM for FM and TV 
sound. 


It is a tremendously hot little radio. A wire on the floor brings in 
European DX on 40 and 20. The front end is very tender and IF selectivity 
is very poor. It operates almost like a direct-conversion radio as a 
result - signals come in on both sides of zero beat. Fits easily into a 
shirt pocket, so it is indeed "little." 


But, for a wide frequency coverage and above-average sensitivity, it 
would be hard to beat. I find it very useful for general band monitoring, 
etc. I think that using it for actual communications would be very 
frustrating, although most of us started out with radios having poorer 
specs and thought nothing of it! ;4)

Probably one of the last things anyone on this list needs is another 


keyer. However, as this one has some interesting and unique features, 
there might be a few of you who would like to build it.
